Management  of  Poplar  Trees 

Dear  Residents, 

I  like  to  be  kept  informed  about  things  as  much  as 
anybody.  As  some  of  you  know,  there  are  some  poplar  trees 
next  to  the  Nature  Reserve  (balancing  lake)  and  recently 
1  have  been  in  contact  with  Cambs.  County  Council  (Rural 
Group)  landscapes  and  projects  manager  Jeff  Kew,  and 
this  is  their  report... 

The  poplar  trees  are  probably  now  approaching  25  years 
old  and  were  no  doubt  planted  when  the  development  was 
laid  out.  They  now  form  a  distinctive  feature,  but  are  not 
totally  in  keeping  with  the  local  landscape.  A  proportion  of  the 
trees  are  now  in  poor  health. 

I  would  recommend  progressively  removing  the  trees  and 
replacing  the  feature  with  a  hedge.  This  could  be  achieved  by 
felling  213  of  the  trees  (  retaining  one  tree  in  three)  and 
establishing  a  hedge  along  the  tree  line.  Once  the  hedge  had 
established  (  5  years  )  the  remaining  trees  could  then  be  felled. 
Felling  on  this  scale  will  not  require  a  felling  licence. 

In  order  to  establish  a  hedge  the  ground  will  need  to  be  well 
prepared  by  spraying  off  the  grass  in  a  1.5  metre  strip  where  the 
hedge  is  to  be  planted  in  late  summer,  rotavation  of  the 
planting  line  and  laying  polythene  mulching.  Planting  can 
then  be  carried  out  in  late  November  t  early  December.  I 
would  advise  using  contractors  to  fell  and  remove  the  trees, 
and  prepare  the  site  for  planting.  The  actual  planting  could  be 
carried  out  by  volunteers. 

The  hedgerow  bursts  into  life  in  February  with  the  first 
catkins  and  leaves.  In  March  the  blackthorn  shows  its  white 
flowers  and  the  green  leaves  spread  rapidly  with  the  softer 
rains  of  April.  May  blossom  crowns  the  hawthorn  to  wel¬ 
come  the  returning  willow  warbler  and  blackcap,  and  thick 
swaths  of  cow  parsley  stretch  along  the  hedgerow  verges. 
The  tortoiseshell  flutters  among  the  flowering  nettles. 

By  September,  the  scarlet  hips  hang  heavy  on  the  dog 
rose,  and  squirrels  hunt  for  prized  hazelnuts  as  the  autumn 
mists  gather,  while  the  hedgehog  fills  his  belly  with  snails 
and  insects  in  readiness  for  his  long  winter  sleep.  Amid  the 
bare  branches  in  December,  flocks  of  finches  and  starlings 
forage  busily  for  berries  and  seeds,  keeping  company  with 
visiting  fieldfares  and  redwings.  Only  the  holly,  yew  and  ivy 
are  still  green,  but  there  is  food  and  shelter  in  the  hedgerow 
or  in  the  deep  leaf  litter  for  the  rich  communities  of  birds 
and  animals  until  spring  returns  once  more.  This  is  how  a 
hedgerow  should  be.

'wildlife  corridor'.  Whatever  your  point  of  view, 
let's  hear  from  you,  good  idea  or  bad,  yes  or  no  -

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Wildlife  trust  -  appeal  into  action 

How  many  people  have  seen  an  otter  in  its 
natural  environment  -  not  in  captivity?  Or  come  to 
that,  a  badger  -  not  lying  dead  by  a  roadside?  Or  a 
dormouse  curled  up  in  deep  hibernation?  Very 
few,  as  these  animals  are  almost  unseen  today 
when  years  ago  they  would  have  been  common. 

As  a  result  of  recent  surveys,  the  Wildlife  Trust 
for  Bedfordshire  &  Cambridgeshire  has  launched 
the  Wildlife  Action  Fund  appeal  to  help  pay  for  six 
action  plans  -  projects  protecting  endangered  spe¬ 
cies. 

The  appeal  will  run  from  June  until  the  end  of 
September  and  this  will  provide  the  financial 
support  for  projects  on  otters,  badgers,  rare  but¬ 
terflies,  dormice  and  dragon  flies.  The  appeal's 
target  is  £21,000. 

The  otter  project,  for  example,  will  mean  that 
otter  holts  can  be  built  and  trees  planted  so  that 
rivers  and  banksides  are  restored,  making  them 
once  again  habitable  by  otters  and  other  wildlife. 

Surprisingly  enough,  the  dormouse  is  believed 
to  be  extinct  in  Cambridgeshire  and  the  few  re¬ 
maining  sites  in  Bedfordshire  are  threatened  by 
habitat  loss.  The  appeal  will  help  pay  for  a  reintro¬ 
duction  programme  to  a  location  in  Cambridge¬ 
shire  and  for  protection  of  the  few  remaining 
animals  in  Bedfordshire. 

These  are  but  two  of  the  six  planned  projects. 
We  need  your  help  and  financial  support  to  ensure 
that  these  and  the  other  projects  go  ahead.  If  you 
would  like  to  contribute  to  the  Wildlife  Action 
Fund  appeal,  please  send  your  donations  to:
